WE WISH some enterprising and benevolent Harmsworth would un-

Every patron who pays 
from two dollars upward for his seat now receives a thick, smudgy pam- 
phlet about the size of a ten-cent magazine, containing two pages of pro- 
gramme to twenty or more pages of advertisements filled with valuable 
but ill-timed and ill-placed information about whisky, cigars, corn-plasters, 
hair-dye, clothing stores, and nerve-cures.
